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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments filed 21-AUG-2006 have 
been fully considered but they are not persuasive, because: 

In response to applicant's argument that the film structure of Mittman is not combinable with the flowable melt of Bramhall, the Examiner 
submits that the test for obviousness is not whether the features of a secondary reference may be bodily incorporated into the structure of 
the primary reference; nor is it that the claimed invention must be expressly suggested in any one or all of the references. Rather, the test 
is what the combined teachings of the references would have suggested to those of ordinary skill in the art. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 
413, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981). In this instance, the general cooling of the non-embossed side during the embossing process as 
taught by Mittman suggests that better embossing may be obtained by the cooling as set forth in the rejection made final. 
Furthermore, applicant's argument overlooks that the soft material of Mittman is "flowable" since it inherently flows to some degree while 
between the rollers and overlooks that Mittman clearly suggests that his invention "is generally applicable to any embossing operation 
wherein relatively soft material is pressed into contact with a relatively hard embossing surface" (5:20-30). As such, a person of ordinary 
skill in the art would have had a reasonable expectation of success by using the cooling technique of Mittman in the process of Bramhall.. 
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
